HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 
No. 3 
A Pagan’s Word: - 


Poor Massasoit hated the new relig- 
ion and tried, at his last treaty at Swan- 
ze, to make us promise never to draw 
hway his people from their worship. 
“The civil and courteous Narragan- 
setts” also furnished but few converts. 
Our own Passaconaway, who died about 
Massasoit’s time, resembled him and 
was called the great sorcerer.“ He 
lived to the age of 120 and Gookin, who, 
with Eliot, often held meetings at his 
place across the Merrimac, saw him last 
at a powow or big dance at Pawtucket 
Falls. In later times Boston fined the 
Indian backsliders 10 s. for powowing; 
but before 1675 it is quite certain that 
this ‘feast of ingathering’ brought the 
whole countryside to the banks of the 
Merrimac annua-ly. Large fires were 
roaring in the fields and the singing 
and shouting, the capering and casting 
into the flame of treasures as sacrifice, 
the sound of drum and rattle, the groans 
of the spectators in response, all com- 
bined to make this fascinating religious 
exercise to keep the evil power in good 
humor, a very hard matter to give up 
for the passionless ritual of the early 
Puritan. Powow River and Powow 
Hill at Amesbury take their name from 
our neighbors’ annual meeting. 

This old man, as early as 1632, proved 
his loyalty by chasing down an Indian 
murderer to the Mohawk country, and 
in 1642, at the general alarm when all 
guns were called in and 40 armed men 
went up the Merrimac to disarm the 
Agawams, the heavy rains stopped them 
half way at the wigwam of Wannalan- 
cet his son, who with his young squaw 
and infant were tied in line and escort- 
ed back to Boston. The young chief 
slipped away from the line, and Cut- 
shemache had to go after him up to 
Passaconaway’s.camp to explain that 
the arrest was not according to order. 
The Sachem agreed to send in his gune 
when ‘they returned the family. The 
frightened squaw roamed the woods for 
10 days before things were settled. The 
Agawams, father and son, became trib- 
utary and under Winthrop received a 
grant of land 3 miles long and 1 1-2 
miles wide each side of the Merrimac 
in 1662, extending North to Litchfield 
in Hillsboro County, N. H., including 
the 60 acre island above Pawtucket 
Falls. 

Two years later, the marriage of 

his daughter with George Rumney 
Marsh, a Saugus Sachem, took place. 
She, really, never went back to her hus- 
band as given in Whittier’s Bridal of 
Pennacook.””: George married another 
squaw in her place, and Whittier bor- 
rowed her name and death by drowning, 
from the sad end of Weetamoo, the sis- 
ter-in-law of Philip in 1676. Her head 
set upon a Taunton pole drew out ‘a 
most horrid and diabolical lamentation” 
from some loyal hearted Indian prison- 
ers. 
Passaconaway at his last powow left 
a lasting impression upon his people. 
“T am now going the way of all flesh, 
not likely to see you ever meet together 
again. Take heed now you quarrel with 
the English, though you may do them 
much mischief yet assuredly you will al; 
be desiroyed and rooted off the earth; 
for I was as much an enemy to them at 
their first coming as anyone and did try 
by all ways possible to destroy them, but 
I could in no way affect it. Never con- 
tend with the English.”” Rowls of Kit- 
teny died about 1670, and though neg- 
lected by his English neighbors in his 
old age and infirmity, called the town 
fathers in to ask a grant of a bit of his 
old possession for his children, that 
they might be with the whites in the 
war he knew would shortly come on 
all over the country, when the Indians 
would have to flee. Thus did these two 
old powow friends leave with us their 
dying warning. 

Squando succeeded Rowls at the East 
and Waunalancet, a grave and sober 
man, of the greatest blood in the coun- 
try,“ succeeded at Naamkeke, where he 
had already built a fort across the river 
near the praying town of Wamesit un- 
der old Numphow, who with his prom 
ising son Sam, had given up the war 
dance. The history of the praying vil- 
lages, 13 in number with 1150 converts,

and there soon was brought Eastman 
and Mrs. Kimball and her little flock 
from Bradford. When the wood had 
been laid for her torture, he secures ‘ 
the release aud return, without ransom, 
of this party of Merrimac neighbors. 
So one-eyed John and Sagamore Sam 
and 400 other baptized traitors among 
the Nipmuks and Wamesits creep back 
to Dover tinder his wing to meet Wal- 
dron in the summer of victory. But 
300 sold as slaves and executed at Bos- 
ton sift out our friend’s true followers 
to 100. ; 
Alas! for the “‘grandee’’ of Pennacook! 
His island seized for debt, his corn lands 
invaded by squatters, his neighbors 
fired with hatred at the Wamesits? 
treachery, no longer could he resist thé 
entreaty of his wife’s Canadian kin. | 


makes a farewell visit to his old frie 
at Chelmeford, Rev: Mr. Fiske. “TI ac- 
knowledge I have all my days been used 
to pass in an old canoe. Now you ex- 
hort me to change and embark in a new 
one. Hitherto unwilling, I now yield, 
enter the new canoe and do engage to 
pray to God hereafter.” He hears 
from Fiske of the wonderful deliver- 
ances of his Merrimac friends in the late 
raids, for which the pious Fiske thanks 
God.. “Me next,” says old Waunalan- 
cet. Aad in 1677, far to the North with 
the retreating glacier and the moose 
and catamount that once had the free- 
dom of old Carmel Hill, vanishes the 
noblest of our early neighbors, to the 
lesser intolerance of the Roman creed, 
to the cheery fellowship of the French 
exile, not equal to the founding of great 
states like the Saxon but a most com- 
fortable neighbor for hunted souls like 
our Roger and his company.“ 

Will’s Hill, in our Middleton corner, 
was named for Willis the last of the orig- 
inal owners. He was here from 1729 
1756, during the ministry of Andrew 
Peters among our neighbors; and his 
squaw used to regale that gentleman 
with game dinners when he stalked his 
cattle. Once, when he had declined a 
fine skunk stew, she prepared what he 
praised as his favorite dish of eels. 
Tou say you no eat skunk, but you 
eat rattlesnake.” — 

Who has not heard of Sam Hide (you 
lie lihe Sam Hide, “) the greatest of liars? 
He travelled the country for cider and 
when refused once, put his wits to work 
and offered to show his host where a 
deer’s carcass lay he had shot that morn- 
ing. Tou know of such a meadow,” 
“Yes.” „A big ash tree with a big top 
by the little broox, “‘ Yes.” Under that 
tree.” He got his half crown and the 
cider. No game was found! Years 
after, the farmer met Sam and asked 
back his money for the lie. Would you 
find fault if Indian told truth half the 
time?“ „No.“ „Well, you find the 
meadow, you find him tree, what for 
you find fault with Sam Hide when he 
told you two truths to one lie?“ The 
farmer forgave him. Sam died at Ded - 
ham in 1732, aged 105 years after fight- 
ing in the wars for us, taking nineteen 
scalps.

Indian, and Eunice Russe, a white wife, 
celebrated her birthday in old Ded- 
ham. Prince Ames fought in our Rev- 
olution and paid taxes in the South 
Church list assessed as early as 1794. 


An Engtish Opinion of Abraham Lin 
coln. 


A recent copy of The Spectator has 
the following accouut of a lecture in 
England on Abraham Lincoln” by an 
English Professor, which is quite in- 
teresting, coming from the source it 
does: 


On Saturday last. the Master of Ball- 
iol, Proffesor Caird, delivered a lecture 
on Abraham Lincoln at * Hall, 
which, to judge by the highly abbrevi 
ated report in the Times, must have 
been a very remarkable attempt to fo- 
cus Mr. Lincoln's life and work for a 
1 audience. Lincoln was, he 
pointed out, in several respects a new 
ethical phenomenon,—the product of a 
strong individuality in contact with the 
peculiar conditions of a modern demo- 
cratic society. Tancoln seemed born to 
show the one-sidedness of Carlyle’s 
ideal as to the statesman hero, and to 
prove that it is possible to be a ruler of 
men, and yet only to move along with 
the general sentiment of those ruled. 
In a sense, the problem of the modern 
statesman was to abolish the distinction 
between leading and following; to dis- 
cern what was deepest and best in the 
popular sentiment, gradually to help it

TRANSPLANTING TREES. 


The Visputed Question of Autumn Versas 


Spring Planting of Young Trees. 
The quest ion has been | disputed 


whether entann ot oping ting 
of young trees is best. In favor of au- 


of making a better selection while the 
nursery rows are yet fresh and undis- 
turbed and when the work may be de- 
liberately performed and the trees will 
be well settled in the soil ready for an 
early start in spring. On the (ther hand, 
spring setting has, with its advocates, 
the advantages of security from exposure 
to winter storms and intense cold, the 
danger being increased by the lopping 
of roots and branches, which always 
renders the trees more tender. 

In considering this ever recurring 
problem, Country Gentleman calls at- 
tention to one part of this question 
which has been too often overlooked— 
the difference between the full maturity 
of the trees in growth and the partial 
ripening of the wood while they are yet 
in full leaf and growing in size. Nurs- 
erymen and gardeners, with heavy jobs 
in prospect, begin digging the trees quite 
early, trusting for their success to the 
artificial stopping of the leaves. Allow- 
“ing them to remain allows them to dis- 
charge the moisture and to make the 
branches wither.

The One Flowered Milla.

Holly Hedges. 

Hollies, as a rule, are difficult to 
transplant, but Meehan, in his Monthly, 
tells that a number of trees transplanted 
in the fall, with all the leaves carefully 
cut off, all lived, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions. The leaves being cut 
off, the roots are not robbed of the sus- 
tenance which otherwise would have to 
be taken to supply the wants of nature. 

Hollies as hedge plants have few 
equals. Although they are quite com- 
mon in America as an ornamental tree, 
we seldom zee them used for hedges. 
Holly hedges are common in England, 
especially in the agricultural districts, 
their dark green leaves and bright scar- 
let berries giving a beautiful appearance 
to the roads and lanes along which they 
are planted Holly grows in any local- 
ity and soil as well as in the spots where 
it is found in its natural forms. 


Keeping Grapes. 

French horticulturists report success 
in keeping grapes free from rot or mold 
by means of the vapors of alcohol The 
fruit is placed in a brick room, cement- 
ed inside and closed as nearly airtight 
as possible by a common wooden door. 
The grapes were laid on wood shavings, 
and an open bottle containing alcohol 
placed near them.

* Maou the nature of the case, and the 
startling stories concerning it which have 
gained currency during the past year, 
sensational revelations were naturally to 
be expected when he who has come to be 
regarded as the most skillful and auda- 
cious criminal of modern times was placed 
on trial for his life.

Protestations and entreaties for a con- 
tinuance of the trial summarily over- 
ruled; the sudden withdrawal of the law- 
vers who had hitherto represented the 
prisoner, in the face of threats of disbar- 
ment; the appointment by the court of 
new counsel and the refusal by the prisoner 
to them as his defenders; the de- 
Cclination of another lawyer to serve after 
being selected by Holmes, and, finally, the 
prisoner trying his own case, this, not 
to speak of sundry dramatic passages at 
arms between Holmes and the common- 
wealth’s prosecuting officer, is a summary 
of what occurred. 

Another Eventful Day. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—It became 2 
parent last night that the picturesque and 
startling features of H. H. Holmes’ career 
were not to ke confined to his destructive 
wanderings over the American continent, 
for with each successive day comes some- 
thing still more strange and unexpected. 

On Monday he dismissed his counsel 
and began to try his own case, because the 
court refused to grant the plea made by 
them for a continuance. They left the 
courtroom in spite of Judge Arnold’s 
threat to disbar them, and religiously 
kept away. Last night, after fighting 
tooth and nail single-handed against the 
tremendous machinery of the common- 
wealth, and the apparently complete chain 
of evidence which has been forged around 
him, he threw up his hands and sent for 
his lawyers, Messrs. Shoemaker and 
Rotan. Then he told the court what he 
had done, and a consent of their continu- 
ing with the defense was given. 

The big work of the trial—taking testi- 
mony—was begun yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock, and with the exception of brief 
intermissions at lunch and supper time, 
was continued until nearly 9 o’clock last 
night. It had been the intention of the 
court to sit until 10, but the absence of a 
witness hindered this, and an adjourn- 
ment was taken.
